ALTONA SPASTIC 
RELIEF COMMITTEE 


The Regional Committee of” 


Chis Lon Spastic Centre, Bell 
Street, Seddon, some two. years 
(approx.) age, passed a resolu- 
tion undertaking the establish- 
ment of a local hostel on land 
made available by the Altona 
Shire Counci in Somers Parade, 
Altona. 


Tt was the’ intention that this 
hostel would be established by 
and remain under the control 
of the Regional Committee hence 
falling under the overall con- 
trol -of the Spastic Children’s 
Society of Victoria. 


The Spastic Children’s Society 
Executive indicated that the es- 
tablishment of such a localised 
hostel did not form part of So- 
ciety policy therefore could not 
be undertaken as a Society 
project. 


But because a large number 
of parents of spastic children 
an adults attending ‘Chis Lon’ 
and other interested members of 
the public felt that this type of 
small local hostel was the only 
solution which could satisfactor- 
ily meet the most vital needs of 
spastic children and adults and 
their parents, a public meeting 
was called on December 6, 1967, 
in the Organisation Centre, 
“Queen Street, Altona. 


FIRST HOSTEL 


The Commitiee has asked me 
on their behalf, to thank the 
members of the Altona Shire 
Council for the warm-hearted 
and most _ sympathetic support 
given the spastic children and 
adults, in the past, and we all 
sincerely hope this support will 
continue in the future. At the 
present time, we know of no oth- 
er small hostel of the type we 
hope _to establish, anywhere in 
this State and are very conscious 
that this is yet another ‘first’ in 
the Shire of Altona and one that 
will bring much recognition to 
the Shire for its willingness to 
help these handicapped peop't 
to lead a_full and happy span 
of life.

| RADAR HELPS THE 


BLIND 


An electronic “Seeing Eye’’ is 
changing the life of many blind 
people, including a Kingsville 
man, Mr. Harry Tomkins of 47 
Kidman St., who is 82 years old. 


The electronic eye is operated 
by-radar, worked by a beam di- 
rected in front of the blind per- 
son. This beam sents out a 
constant burst of electric en- 
ergy, and on striking an object a 
signal is received in the electro- 
nic eye then transmitted by a 
wire (o the ear of the operator. 


The blind person holds a torch- 
like apparatus in his hand and 
can tell from the sound in his 
ear if anything is in his ‘path. 
by an echo through an earpiece. 


According to the pitch of the 
sound, he can estimate the dis- 
tance between himself and a

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SUITABLE PALMS FOR INDOOR 
"DECORATION 


The Kentie Palm is perhaps the most 
popular plant for indoor decoration, and 
the two most suitable species are ‘Fos- 
teriana, a tall growing variety, and Bel- 
moreana. The latter, of dwarfer habits, 


has finely-divided leaves. 

These palms, easily grown and hardier than 
most indoor plants, are ideal for growing in pots or 
tubs,

Palms will live and thrive in 
an atmosphere that would be 
injurious if not fatal to many 
other plants. On this account 
combined with their other quali- 
ties these palms have no equal 
for the house. But like all in- 
door plants, they become dusty. 












To assist the plant to keep 
healthy condition sponge the 
leaves, the under and up- 
per surfaces with warm soap 
and water, 


During the summer months, it 
is a good plan to place palms 
out on a verandah late in the 
evening, leaving them in the 
cool atmosphere until early the 
next morning. 





When the pots are full of poor 
soil a little chemical fertilizer 
or some weak liquid cow man- 


water plants ‘about twice a week. 


Early summer is the best 
period of the year for repotting 
palms. When repotting, be care- 
ful to provide the proper drain- 
age by means of plenty of crock 
on the-bottom of the pot. After 
repotting give the plants a good 
‘soaking to settle the soil well 
around the roots. However aft- 
er this, water sparingly, other- 
wise the soil may turn sour. 


_Palms thrive on fresh air and 
light, but as draughts are in- 
jurious, draughty position must 
be avoided. A medium warm 
spot near a window or a posi- 
tion where there is a cool pas- 
sage of air without a draught 
is most suitable. Y

Dear Sir, The qu 


estion of Altona be- 


coming a city is surely an issue outside 


the sphere of party 


politics, and the im- 


petuous attempt by the professional party 
politician in the council to steamroll the 


council in general into making a spot de- 


cision received the 


rebuff it deserved. 


1am sure it is not the desire of ratepayers with- 


in this Shire that such a 


in issue should be made a 


political football, and indeed no mention of this sub-. 
ject appeared in local election manifestos or propo- 
ganda last August or in the recent by-election, there- 
fore no vote was recorded by the ratepayers to war- 


rant any action. 


The wording of Cr. Ginifer'’s 
motion was such that he intend- 
ed immediate action being tak- 
en if he could get council ap- 
proval, without the consent of 
the ratepayers who, in the main, 
have not had the time to study 
or understand the advantages 
and disadvantages of this issue. 


or to use his reported words 
“that democracy had gone out 
the’ door,” it would have been 
autocratic and dictatorial had 
the council bowed to his whim 
and brought the issue into re- 
ality without a “‘Yes’’ or. “No” 


This can only come about by 
means of a referendum in con- 
junction preferably, with the 
local annual election at such 
time as the council decides. 
This has been the procedure 
with the other Shires which ev- 
entually gained city status. 

In view of the acknowledged 
fact that Cr. Ginifer could have 
brought this matter up when 
his party had complete control 
and indeed only six or so months 
ago when he and his party were 
in a majority. what is behind 





his hurry to bring this shire.) 


into city status immediately. 
There cannot have been any 


| significant change during the 


last six months in the shire, and 


{had his -party confreres in the 


council the ‘same view as he 
six months ago the issue would 
now be under way. 

It would appear to be a move 
of desperation on his part in 
view of the flagging support of 
his party at recent elections, to 
make it a political issue. 

Issues which have not been 
examined by the ratepayers are 
whether it would be advisable 
at this stage to have Altona 
split up into Wards or Ridings, 
which undoubtedly can bring 
about rivalry, discontent, ~ and 
jealousy among Ward council- 
lors and indeed the ratepayers; 
or whether to remain a united 
community for a while longer 
gaining the advantages from a 
united council and its decisions 
without fear or favour. 

Tt could be also that remaining 
a shire for as long as possible 
could result in more monetary 
or financial assistance than that 
of a city. In other words, is 
Altona ready yet for its big 
decision? 

Eventually this shire will be- 
come a city. It is inevitable. 
But whether this comes about 
in the near or distant future 
should rest entirely with the 
ratepayers after examination 
and consideration of all that is 
fnvolved. It shoifd nat 
used for political controversy or 
party advantage at council elec- 
tions, A separate referendum 
is the only means.

Young Australians 
‘Return from Abroad 


A former teacher at Sunshine Tech., 
Neville Christie, 26, is one of three young 
Australians who are members of a ‘‘Fly- 
ing Squad” to tell the story of Australian 


Vounteers Abroad. 


The three will travel through all Mainland 
States during March and April, 


Neville Christie and the other 
two members of the squad — a 
nurse and a female teacher — 
appeared at the National 
launching of the Flying Squad 
in Melbourne on Friday night. 

Christie taught at Sunshine 
Tech. until he left for two years’ 
service in Malaysia. Like the 


other members of this Austra- | 


lian-style ‘Peace Corps,” he 
received much less payment 
than he would have received as 
a teacher in Australia. 


He told how he travelled to 
Derma, in Malaysia a little be- 
low the border with Thailand, 
to begin two years’ service. 


Among other things he learn- 
ed in living with Malaysians 
was to modify Australian view- 
points on punctuality. ‘ 


“‘T found ‘No’ sometimes meant 
‘yes!’ he reported. ‘At other 
times it meant, ‘wait a minute’ 
or ‘perhaps’ or ‘persuade me.” ” 

He said that he came to ad- 
mire the zeal of the Malaysian 
students tremendously. 


“One student told me of get- 
ting up daily before dawn, and, 
after a breakfast of bread 
spread with condensed milk, 
walking three miles to school,”” 
he said. 


“He would attend classes in 
the morning and help his fath- 
er in the fields in the after- 
noon. He was one of eight 
children, and he had sores from 
vitamin deficiency, 


“At night, he studied under a 
ight. 
“His case was more or less 
typical of Malaysian students.” 
Christie said that the Malay- 
sian Government believed that 
Australian Volunteers Abroad 
could help speed up the develop- 
men of their country. 


He said that from his experi- 
ence in two years in South-East 
Asia, he came to see the vast- 
ness of Asia's problems, They 
left him with a deep sadness. 

“But if the clock were revers- 
ed for two years and I had to 
make the choice again,

tificated nurse from Armadale
